This 
makes fifty working dn?s for 3,500 men 
who earned on an average S3. GO a day— 
being tbe wages ot brick-layers. The 
total IOBB to that clans of mechanics foots 
up 8630,000. But this does uot express 
the entira loss, for more than 10,000 
worKmen were thrown out of employ- 
ment in the brick-making business-

efficiency of the prohibitory law in Iowa, 
Governor Larrabee recently dictated the 
following letter: 


DEAR Sin: Your letter of a recent date 


requesting certain information relative to 
the prohibitory law of this state and the 
manner in which it is enforced, has been 
received. In reply I have to say that 
onr prohibitory law ju being enforcei in 
eighty-Eve of tbe.ninety-nine corntiea 
ot tbe state, as well as tho laws against 
other crimes, all malicious reports to the 
contrary notwilnstaudioK. In the' four- 
teen remaining counties, situated prin- 
cipally along the Mississippi river, and 
containing large towns abounding in 
foreign population, the law is but parti- 
tially enforced, and in a few instances is 
dtfiautly violated. 
These places are, 


however, gradually yielding to B pnbho 
sentiment in favor of general enforce- 
ment, which is rapidly growing, even in 
tht eastern part of tbe state. Prohibition 
lias certainly not injured any business 
interest, except that of the saloon-keep- 
er, nor has it driven any good oitmene 
from onr borders. It is troe we have lost 
since the adoption of the prohibitory law 
several thousand incurable vendors of 
liquor, aad perhaps a few hundred mour- 
able topers, bnt we have every reason to 
congratulate ourselves -upon such n loss. 
The Jaon. G. W, Itnddiok, judge ot the 
Tweltth judicial district, and one ot tho 
oldest ond best of the stats, in tin official 
report dated June 11, 18S7, makes the 
lollowing statement: "Tho jails in this 
district are now idls, aad in eight terms

:hero Las been but OEC indictment pre- 
>ented, and I thick tbe grand juries have 
jeen reasonably diligent. Much of tho 
criminal element has certainly emigrat- 
ed." 


The Hon. John W. Harvey, Judge if 


the Third Judicial district ot this state, 
al>o makes an interesting statement con- 
cerning tho influence of prohibition on 
crime. He has been jndito four years 
and a half. In 1SS3 he sentenced 31 per- 
sons to the penitentiary; in 1SS4, 23; in 
ISSa, 20; in 3S8C, K, end during the tlrst 
six months of 1887, 3. These wore divi- 
ded among counties as follows: Dcoatur, 
9; Rmggold, C; Taylor, 8; Page, 11; 
Montgomery, 2S; Adams, 2; Union. 20; 
Jlarke, C; Wayne. 1 . Tho latter county 
has been in the district only since la&t 
January. Judge Harvey says: 


"I am frequently asked what ia the 


cause of thie decrease of crime during 
the last four years. My answer is tbe 
enforcement of tbe prohibitory law. And 
it seems to me that the above figures 
prove this beyond a doubt. 
Tho first 


year I was on the bench tho naloona were 
running; tho second and third they were 
run in some localities; but tho fourth 
year I do not boliave there was » saloon 
in the district. I am satisfied there was 
not an open esloon. Bod Oak, in Mont-

Irom these counties is not because they 
have a larger population than the other 
counties of the district.

303 been best enforced there has been 
;ho leaet crime. During the last year it 
aaa not been au uncommon thing — as in 
this county (Deestur) at the last term — 
for the grand jnry to adjourn without 
Snding an indictment. At first, under 
tho present pharmacy law, some of tbe 
druggists were disposed to take advant- 
age and abuse tho trust imposed in them, 
but a number ot convictions and fines 
and the revocation of a number of phar- 
macy .'permits by the Pharmacy Board 
has nad a wholesome effect, and I believe 
that a great majority of the druggists in 
this district are now disposed to obey the 
law." 


As 'regards the internal revenue of a 


state, it is no indication whatever of the 
amount of liquors consumed in that 
state, for the tax on liquora is paid by the 
mpnnfacturer and not by the consumer. 
For several years one of the largest distil- 
leries in the country was in operation here 
manufaoturiDg .for export only. From 
that institution alone was collected by 
far the greater part of the internal reve- 
nue of Iowa. It has long bsen a disput- 
ed question whether tbe distillery could 
be operated under the prohibitory law, 
and three months ago OQ a final test in 
the district court it was ordered closed, It 
is truethst both shooting and murder have 
occurred under the prohibitory law. A 
minister at Sioux Oity and a constable at 
Des Moines weie killed in the attempt to 
enforce the law, but these crimes were in 
both instances committed by those who 
Dad always defied the law. It ^ould bo 
useless to undertake the task of contra- 
dicting oil the false reports put in circu- 
lation by unscrupulous mec. Ullioors 
may in a few instances have shown a lank 
of discretion in tho performance of their 
official duties, but this in the minds ot 
candid men will not effect the merit of 
the law. The law is steadily gaining in 
pubho favor, and prohibition is beyond 
doubt the settled policy of Iowa. Could 
tho prohibitory law at present be submit- 
ted to our people for their ratification 1 
am confident that it would be indorsed 
by a majority ot from sixty to eighty 
thousand votes.

IfwastV.o 
returning to work after a two months' 
strike and lockout at tho very best oE tno 
season, und thy oinployes scorned to feel that 
thoy havo the best of tho situation, although 
tho bosses uppcul- perfectly satisfied. 
Before 


tho strike the prico paid bricklayers mis 40 
cents per bour, but owing to t!io time which 
has been lost and tho building which win 
havo to bo dono this season, bricklayers will 
be in great demand and wages will bo con- 
siderably higher. A loading member of tho 
Bricklayers' union saiJ that all good brick- 
layers would receive CO cents pel- hour, and 
by tills advance in wages they would bo en- 
abled to make up what they had lost by the 
lockout 


At its annual meeting in January it was 


decided that tlio Master Masons and Build- 
ers' association will olectan arbitration com- 
mittee, which shall confer with the arbitra- 
tion committee of tho Bricklayers' union and 
settle all troublosomo questions that may 
arise at any time, Tho working rules adopt- 
ed state that tho minimum rato of wages 
shall be 40 cents por hour; that eight hours 
shall constitute a day's work—to begin at 
8 a. m. aud end at 5 p. in.; that eight hours 
shall constitute a night's work, and shall bo 
paid for at tiuio and u hult'. It "was resolved 
that all members of either association who 
havo from actual nocessity infringed on the 
rules of their reppectivo associations during 
tho striko shall bo exempt from penalties of 
any sort whatever.

ment at imprisonment for life.

crowd was furious with indignntion when 
they hoard tho verdict. 
Weaver, who 


had beon shot by tho murderous China- 
man, 
ran

ho attached to tho bridge. At overy moment 
tlio crowd increased, and tho indignation at 
such a verdict being rendered waxed more 
furious. 
Whilo this was going on outside, 


tho crowd insido tho court-room manifested 
cqunl indignation. Pistols wore drawn in 
tho court-room nnd lovoled nt Hong Di's 
head, nnd the. only reason that prevented 
ono of them going oil' was tlio fear that inno- 
cent outsiders might bo hit und porhars 
killed. Tho Sbcriir, however, cleared tho 
room nnd the prisoner was quickly disguised 
nnd hurried away by tlio rear entrance into.i 
carriage and whirled to llio jail. 


When the crowd outside learned they had 


beon defrauded of their victim a howl went 
up that might liavo been heard a mile away, 
and a rush was made for the jail, but tho 
avengers wore too late. The SlierifT with 
his prisoner, hud already arrived, and both 
wore safely inside. An hour had barely 
elapsed whon neighbors from all sides began 
toorrivi, swelling Ihc number around tho 
jail.
